Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant agreed to amend claim 1 to introduce language indicating 
that the DNA is sequestered within the cationic lipids or cationic polymers of the complex. The examiner agreed to 
consider the amended claims for allowability after the amendment is formally introduced. Additionally, Applicants 
agreed to introduce structural limiations into claim 18 to distinguish from the complexes set forth in Monahan et al. 
Again, the examiner agreed to review the amended claims for allowability once the amendment is formally introduced .
